These chiidren, if not taken 
care of by the autiorities, will die of hunger 
and cold, or will probably become diseased 
and endanger the health of che neigubor- 
hood. 

There is a great need of a law regulating 
this kind of establishment and the so-called 
private hospitals.

») SCHLEY TREATED WORSE THAN A 
MALEFAOTOR. 


The Famous Controversy Is Far From 
Settlement and Seems to Be 
but Fairly Begun. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The Schley- 
Bampson controversy, instead of being, set- 
tled by the Schley court of inquiry, is really 
at greater tension now than at any time in 
its history. The battle seems to be but just 


begun. 

The bill of exceptions to the court’s find- 
ings, filed by Schiey’s counsel, is a strong 
indictment of Admirals Benham and Ram- 
sey. It was carefully drawn by Attorney- 
General Rayner of Maryland, Schliey's chief 
legal adviser. 

Commenting upon it, Mr. Rayner said: 

“The objections that we have filed’ *rest 
upon the ground that Admiral Schley has 
been deprived of his rights as guaranteed 
to him by the law of the land and the con- 
stitution of his country. 

“We claim that the whole of the evidence 
in favor of the Admiral, including his own 

ne the testimony of all of his witnesses 

been rejected by the majority of the 
Soest and not even considered or* passed 
upon. 

“Such a method of procedure would not 
be orenttted to stand for a moment before 
any tribunal governed by any principle of 
common law or common justice. 

“The admiral was on the stand for about 
“four days and not a word that he uttered 
and not a solemn assertion that he made 
under the sanction of his oath has been 
adverted to by the majority of the court. 

Such a method of disposing of a case is 
unparalleled in the annuls of civil or of 
criminal law. 

‘The greatest malefactor in the land un- 
der the constitution is entitled to have his 
evidence considered and passed upon. 

“We shall, therefore, avail ourselves of 
every remedy that we have to impeach 
this appalling verdict.”

UNDER TONS 0 
MULTEN METAL 


Nine Men Killed and Twen- 
ty Injured. 


EXPLOSION OF A _ FURNACE 


VICTIMS ON A PLATFORM 120 
FEET FROM THE GROUND. 


Five Workmen Blown Off the Top of 
the Furnace Still Alive, but So 
Badly Burned That They 
Are Likely to Die. 


PITTSBURG, Dee. 19.—By an explosion 0! 
gas in the Soho furnace of Jones & Laugh 
lin this city at 6:20 o'clock this morning 
nine men were burhed to death and proba 
bly twenty injured. The damage to thc 
plant will amount to $20,000. 

The explosion occurred in one of the big 
blast furnaces. The men were at work at 
the top of the furnace, over one hundred 
and twenty feet from the ground. The) 
were einployed as fillers and were just get- 
ting ready to quit work, being members oi 
the night crew, When the gas, which haa 
accumulated in ‘the furnace, exploded and 


tons of metal, cinders and slag were thrown 
over the unfortunate men, on the top ol 
the structure. The men made a rush fo 
the elevator, but it had gone down, and 
there was no escape. To jump meant death, 
and to remain on the platform was just as 


certain doom. 
Tons of Metal 
Fell on Them. 


The tons of molten metal and flames fel! 
on them and burned nine men to death. 
Their bodies dropped to the roof of the 
mill, 8 feet below. 
Patrols. from all sections arrived before 
7 o'clock and the morgue wagon was with 
them. The bodies of some of the dead 
and many of the injured were strewn 
about the yard beneath the furnace, some 
of the dead having failen from the slippery 
roof to the ground. 

To remove the dead from the roof of the 
mill it was found mepeery to get hook 
and ladder No. 13, and the firemen carried 
the burned, charred and misshapen masses 
of humanity to the morgue wagon and 
placed them in. 

in all parts of the yard beneath the fur- 
nace the injured were found. How many 
injured there are is not known at 
time. The injured were hurried to the Mer- 

and other hospitals. The officials at the 
MWerey Hospital at this writing say that 
roe victims were received there, and it is 

orted that many, if not more, were 
ta en to the South Bide Hospital, although 
the latter place denied that they received 
any victims of the accident. 

All the men at work on top of the fur- 
nace were Slavs and Poles. Three of the 
five taken to Mercy Hospital are so hadly 
hurt that it js feared they will die. No 
cases were taken to the South Side Hospi- 
tal, as at first reported. 


Looked Like 
a Volcano. 
Eye-witnesses say that when the explo- 
sion took place there was one great loud 
report, and the sky was illuminated with a 


great sheet of flame, showing the men on 
top of the furnace running about, gesti- 
culating wildly. The flames and hot metal 
looked like a volcano in action. Five of the 
men were blown off the top of the furnace, 
and, strange as it may seem, these men 
are the ones who are sitll living. The oth- 
ers hung on the railing, some on the out- 
se. others on the inside, until their cloth- 
— was burned off. 

f the victims maneng on the out- 
side he d on and remained tenaciously 
clinging to the railing until their fingers 
were burned off. They then fell to the roof 
of the mill dead. Seven of the victims were 
found dead on the platform of the cupola. 
These were completely denuded of clothes 
by the flames

National Body. 


NEW YORK, Dec, 19.—The Herald prints 
the following: 

“Discussion is general among atomobilists 
as regards the possibility of a national as- 
sociation of automobile clubs being formed 
to control racing and the moéor vehicle 
sport in opposition to the jurisdiction as- 
sumed by the Automobile Club of America. 
[t is clafmed by opponents of the.affilla- 
tion scheme of the Automobile Club of 
America that the Bridgeport, Syracuse and 
New Jersey Clubs alone had approved of 
that project.’’ 

Mr. Albert R. Shattuck, president of the 


Automobile Club of America, said: 

“We maintain that we are the nationa! 
organization, and as such should control 
racing. We are recognized as such by the 
foreign clubs and we are empowered to 
pas# upon the eligibility of all American 
eniries to international! contests. Outside 
of this we are the pioneer organization and 
we have exercised national functions by 
securing the passage of laws for the good 
of automobiling such as the ‘gasoline-on- 
ferryboat’ act. 

“We promoted the great endurance run 
to Buffalo, and the race meets of the coun- 
try have been run under our auspices. We 
are not willing to enter uny association of 
clubs. We do not think a club of I5 mem- 
bers should have a vote equal in power to 
that of a club of our membership and 
standing. We do not believe that racing 
and the sport generally could be as well 
controlled by an association as by a metro- 
politan body like ours. 

‘he British and French Automobile 
clubs have a much larger membership than 
ours, but London and Paris are the centers 
of those countries. We are perfectly will- 
ing to give foreign racing credentials to 
all members of the clubs deserving of them.
